Dr. Isaac Butt. K. (I, and M. P. for 
Limerick, who is dying of acute bron 
chitis, from which he has for some 
time been suffering, was born in lSLi, 
and is said to be a descendant of the 
ancient chiefs of Tyrconnell — the O 
Donnella Successful in obtaining a 
scholarship at, Trinity College, be grad- 
uated in 1885, with high classical and 
mathematical honors. He was ap- 
pointed professor of political economy 
at his alma mater in ISllii. and two 
later he was called to the' bur. 
In IS I I he was made a barrister, and 
four years later he made for himself a 
name in his profession by his defence 
of Smith O'Brien and his fellow pria 
oners, who were tried in ISIS for high 
treason. He also defended tho fa 

nious Fenian prisoners of lscs. His 

name thus became associated more or 

less with the "patriotic" disturb 

for which Ireland is so famous, and, 

although a Btaunob Protestant, he was 

d and honored by the Catholic 

hierarchy, priests, and people through 
out Ireland. In 1862 DC was elected

O! that you knew what a pleasant 
time I have had with Superintendent 
Hammond and his lady and officers at 
the institution, one milo from Little 
Bock. The institution has a very 
beaut iftd location, and the scenery is 
grand. There are fifty-two pupils and 
three teachers, ono of whom is Mr. A. 
M. Martin, a deaf mute, and the oil: 
en axe Misses Sydner and Patten, 
both speaking ladies. The institution 
lias had four principals, vi/,.. Mount. 
Caruthers, Jenkins, and Hammond, the 
present incumbent. Mr. Caruthers 
has gone to another world, and his 
wife has resigned her place as matron 
and has gone to Oberlin. 0., to live. 
Tho institution has a tine vegetable 
garden, out of which seventeen hun- 
dred tons of atones have, Air. Ham 
mond says, been picked up. He says 
he has been eating green peas for the 
last three weeks. Corn is as high as 
your knee. Mr. Hammond says that 
Arkansas will give 100 acres of land 
to any one. who will settle in this Slate 
and clear ten acres. They i 
none but industrious and well behaved 
emigrants to settle here. 

Tonight, a service for deaf-mutes

One of the boys told me that 
there was a tight between those animals 
and a wusp. The wasp, though as long 
as the common wasp, conquered and 
killed them both. I am told that king 
snakes, as large as your arm. are plen- 
ty, and can kill larger o 

I may properly say that Miss lltir- 
wood, once a teacher in the Virginia 
Institution for more than 'I'l years, 
came eighty miles to attend a Bt 
here. She has the same sinilit); 
as when 1 saw hex at Staunton, A'a., 
sixteen years ago, and she would and 
could teach well again if any institu- 
tion would offer her a place as I 
er. I can safely recommend her as a 
good lonelier and an amiable lady. 
Mr. Covell, while principal of the Vir- 
ginia Institution, told me that sho 
had very line influence over the deaf 
mules girls committed (o her charge.
